air battle over northwest Korea Tuesday and two B-29s were 
damaged so badly they made emergency landings with 7 


wounded crewmen. 

The Air Force announced Wed-{~ 
nesday that a 600-mile-an-hour| 
MIG-15 fighter was downed in| 
the fight just after the Super- 
fort fleet had dumped 140 tons of 
i'bombs on Yalu River bridges. 
Earlier reports said all enemy jets 
escaped. 

The air battle overshadowed 
ground action in Korea. Zero 
weather all but paralyzed the 
armies. The most notable of the 
minor changes in battle positions 
was the U. S. Marine capture of 
Hagaru, just south of the great 
Chosin reservoir. | 

The U. S. 7th Marine Regiment 
gained two miles to Hagaru, 
found it undefended, and seized it.

The mailera signed a memoran- 
dum of agreement incorporating 
the 1947-49 contract and various 
oral agreements. Dates, wage in- 
creases and insurance increases 
were the same as in the drivers’ 
settlement. 

The end of the business-crip- 
pling twin strikes did not signal 
immediate resumption of publica- 
tion by the Pittsburgh Press, Sun- 
Telegraph and Post-Gazette 

The publishers still must meet 
with members of approximately 15 
other newspaper unions to discuss 
a return to work. Leaders of those 
unions will meet with manageme.:t 
to discuss lost time pay.

State property tax, providing for 
an assistant State revenue com- 
missioner, enacting a fair reve- 
nue measure on intangibles to in- 
clude a documentary stamp tax 
on notes, security deeds and 
stocks: elimination of unnecessary 
nuisance taxes, compulsory filing 
by corporations of complete and 
detailed financial statements with 
the Secretary of State, and clari- 
fving the right of cities to levy 
a crown tax on malt beverages. 

The sales and income taxes 
are expected to bring in an ad- 
ditional $60,000,000 annually 
within three vears after their pas- 
sage, State Auditor B. FE. Thrash- 
er Jr. said. 

The Tax Revision Committee 
failed to recommend proposals 
suggested by the legisiat've lead- 
ers regarding liquor and automo- 
bile licensing. One proposal would 
have permitted cities tc operate 
liquor stores. The other would 


have provided free automobile lHi-' 


cense plates upon payment of 
property taxes on cars. The Com- 
mittee made no mention of these 
suggestions 

Committee members said the 
new tax plan is based upon the 
fact that the emergency tax hikes 
on gasoline, cigarettes, beer, wine 
and corporate incomes automati- 
eally would expire next July.

Death Tuesday narrowed the 
ranks of Atlanta's dwindling group 
of Morse telegraph key operators. 

Frank H. China, 76, died in a 
private hospital after a_ short 
iiiness. He lived at 132 Wood- 
ward Ave. S. E 

A veteran of more than 60 years 
Service as a Morse operator with 
several railroads, brokerage firms 
‘and telegraph companies, Mr 
China had manipulated telegraph 
keys in practically every important 
communications center in the 
country 

The Lanes, S. C., native got his 
start as an operator with a rail- 
road, and during his career worked 
with Southern, Atlantic Coast 
Line, Georgia and other railroads. 
He also had been an operator with 
Postal Telegraph Company, now a 
part of Western Union, New 
York and New Orleans cotton

Coming to Atlanta from North 
Carolina prior to World War I, 
he became associated with Western 
Union on Sépt. 6, 1911, and re-

Tax Revision 
Is on the Way 


Governor Talmadge’s firm commitment 
to throw the full weight of his administra- 
tion behind the tax plan approved yes- 
terday by the State Tax Revision Com- 
mittee means Georgia’s antiquated tax 
structure is at last on the way out. 


The Governor said in his campaign he 
would not support a sales tax except as a 
last resort. His statement yesterday was 
an admission that the financial crisis facing 
the State in education, roads and public 
health is one requiring action. 


With the Talmadge forces supporting it, 
the General Assembly is certain to pass 
the necessary legislation at the January 
session. 


The only danger is that the three per 
cent sales tax will be riddled to death by 
exemptions. The committee wisely recom- 
mended the tax without exemptions. If it 
is to produce the necessary revenue there 
can be no exemptions. ) 


In order to provide minimum school 
needs, bettér roads and an improved health 
program, Georgia must have approxi- 
mately $175,000,000 annually. The State’s 
normal revenue, excluding that from emer- 
gency taxes which expire next June 30, 
now is running to about $110,000,000. 


State Auditor B. E. Thrasher, Jr., esti- 
mated the three per cent sales tax coupled 
with increased income tax rates recom- 
mended by the committee will produce, in 
three years, about $75,000,000 annually. 
But the State will lose $7,000,000 from re- 
peal of the State property and nuisance 
taxes, which was urged and which ought 
to be done. 


In short, the new taxes, without exemp- 
tion, will produce just a little more revenue 
than is acutely needed now. And by the 
time the full effect is felt three years hence 
it likely will not be enough. Because of 
the difficulties of getting new tax ma- 
chinery into operation and the time it 
takes to accustom people to paying new 
taxes, three years is required for the full 
potential revenue to be realized. 


The Tax Committee has done an excel- 
lent job. The Legislature ought to carry 
out its recommendations in full.

Backs Revision 


The State is in the middle of a new approach 

to total tax revision. About this time last year, 

: , after several months of study and a couple of 

years of research, the State Tax Revision Committee made sug- 

gestions of a sort to the Georgia Legislature. Because the 1949 

General Assembly was convening at the start of a campaign year, 

the committee yielded to politics and didn’t offer anv specific tax 

plan for the solons to accept or reject. The Legislature did not 
revise taxes. It asked the committee to continue its study. 


Some legislators sharply denounced the committee for failing 
to draft a new tax structure. The committee and the Governor 
Said that revenue measures are supposed to originate in the Gen- 
eral Assembly, and that tax revision was the prerogative of the 
Legislature. Political observers predicted Georgia would never 
have tax revision unless an administration sponsored a definite 
program. 


New Approach So, this time a new approach was made. 

| Governor Talmadge summoned Lieut. Gov. 
Marvin Griffin and House Speaker Fred Hand and top adminis- 
tration leaders in the Senate and House to the Executive Mansion 
for a series of conferences to draft specific bills revamping Geor- 
Bia’s tax structure from top to bottom. It was the Governor's 
idea—and a very practical political idea—that if the legislative 
leaders originated the plan, they would pass it quicker than they 
would if the bills came from a committee of experts. 


. The legislative leaders laid a 75-page set of new tax laws on 
the desks of the Tax Revision Committee to get its indorsement. 
The next step was for the legislative leaders and the Tax Revision 
Committee to lay these proposed bills before the entire member- 
ship of the Senate and House in presession conferences next month. 
Then, with all thoroughly understanding the proposals, they would 
be ready for rather easy adoption in January. 

Generally speaking, this time table may work. However, the 
Tax Revision Committee immediately objected to a bill drawn by 
the legislative leaders to change the State income tax law. The 
proposal would have had you pay the State 10 per cent of what 
you pay in Federal income taxes. 

Many tax committee members complained this would work its 
greatest hardship on the poorer people—the same peq@ple who 
would suffer the most under the proposed sales tax. The Tax 
Revision Committee Tuesday made alterations in the proposals 
before sending them to the presession conferences. That is good. 
It shows the committee didn’t rubber-stamp an Administration 
plan in full. . 

When the plan is submitted to the solons in December for 
their study, they undoubtedly will offer some changes, too. 


They Responded Governor Talmadge this week asked the 
committee to draft specific bills for total 


tax revision. He couldn’t have put the responsibility on the ccm- 
mittee any more plainly. The committee responded. 

If the Governor goes before the Legislature with a dra of 
proposed bills and urges the General Assembly to enact a iew 
tax program, like he did the State Tax Revision Committec this 
week, Georgia will have total tax revision.

NICE France (By Air Mail)—They sit in the sun, the

They were traveling 
light, with only a maid, a secretary, a chauffeur for their two long 
automobiles, but they were installed on another.

She started out briskly with 
30 counts... without so much 
as even a warming-up stretch. 


_ The next morning, still grimly 
_ determined through not quite so 
| eager. she had another go at it 
for 36 counts. But by the third 


morning, she cot the full impact 
of the overdose of exercise. 
Stiff. sore and achine, our mode! 
was convinced that calisthen- 
ics were not for her. 


Perhaps you've had that same 
experience. If not, take warn- 
ing. Too much exercise at the 
start is the quickest way to 
ston a streamlining program. 
You won't fee! the painful ef- 
fects the first day and may hap- 
pily conclude the warning does 
not apnly to vou. The second 
day. still going strong. vou de- 
cide to work off the slight stiff- 
ness, But the third day! Then 
you, too, turn into a three-dav 
exerciser, and that's the end 


| of the streamlining. 


If you're interested in the ex- 
planation, here it is. When you 
bound inte a rugged routine 


| after years of inactivity, fatigue 
| toxins instead of being speedily 


removed, accumulate in_ the 
muscles and make them stiff 
and sore. 

Fase into exercise gradually, 
and the muscles become more 
supple, circulation picks up and 
you can work up to a really 
streamlining program and feel 
the better for it 

In a waist-whittling routine, 
start with a stretch and a side- 
bend. If vou have a normally 
strong back, progress to gentle 
twisting toward the end of the 
week or the beginning of the 
second week. Easy does it.... 

Stand with arms arched lazily 
overhead. Slowly and smooth- 
ly reach up with the right arm, 
stretching all along the right 
side . release. Reach up with 
the left arm and pull along the 
left side. Three times on each 
side is ample. Follow through by 
adding a gentle bend ... as 
you reach up with the right 


| arm, bend slightly sidewards to 


the left, but without straining.

Every seam should be pressed 
on the wrong side as you pro- 
gress with the sewjng. This one 
little item is often the difference 
between an ill-fitting or profes- 
sional-looking sewing job. Jer- 
sey should be ironed parallel to 
the rib to keep from stretching 
it, and the fabric should be fed 
gently into the machine, never 
pulled, to avoid puckered seams. 

After you've finished the 
dress and the driving force of 
accomplishment is still to be 
quelled, you might whip up a 
contrasting velvet collar 
cuff set as extra accessories.

Get $5 Pay Boost 


By WELLINGTON WRIGHT 
Wages in the garment-manufacturing industries in the 
Atlanta area are on the rise to keep pace with the increased 


cost of living. 


There are about 6.000 workers 


in those industries 


in 


this area and it is anticipated the average wage increase wil! 
be about $5 a week, or an aggregate of $30,000 a week for the 


industry. 

The total payroll for the indus- 
try in this area is about $300,000 
s week, or more than $15,000,000 

-@ year. 

Some plants, like Cluett, Pea- 
body & Company, at East Point, 
already have granted the increase. 

The increase, effective last Mon- 
day, also applies to the company’s 
planta at Bremen and at Buchanan 

Other plants, which have union 
comtractsa with their employees, 
are in process of reopening the 
contracts for wage negotiations. 
Non-union plants in the area 
ere watching the union negotia- 
tions with the idea of following a 
practice of meeting the union 
wage sacaiec. 

Of the workers in the garment- 
rmanufacturing industries in the 
area, oniy about 2,000 -re union- 
ized, the rest working in non- 
union plants. However, the wage 
ecales in both union and non- 
union plants average around $50 
per week per emplovee. 

This figure is a minimum for 
moat of the garment workers. In 
some of the’ plants of the area 
skilled employees earn much more. 
For example, at the East Point 
plant of Cluett, Peabody, which 
employs 1.200 union workers, some 
of the piece workers make as 
much as $150 a week, while many 
of the 700 workers at Lovable 
Brassiere Company, a non-union 
plant, earn from $70 to $80 a week 
and up
